in Ore Hunt 


CARSON CITY, Nov.—(U.R)—Nevada 


plans to do its bit toward encouraging 
the discovery and production of gold. 


State officials and legislators believe 


the way to encourage new discoveries 
and their development is to give every 
aid possible to the prospector. Vari- 
ous proposals are now before the Ne- 
vada state legislature for considera- 
tion that would assist the "deser(t rat" 
in his lonely labors. 


Governor Balzar, in his message to 


the legislature, recommended that the 
State Bureau of Mines even go so far 
a sto "grubstake" the prospector un- 
der an agreement that if a valuable 
discovery be made, and a prospect de- 
veloped or sold, the bureau woulc 
have a first lien upon such property 
He recommended also that the bureau 
continue to assay gratis all ore sam- 
ples sent in by miners. 


Another measure has been intro- 


duced giving a bonus of 51,000 golc 
to every prospector who makes 
"strike" producing 510,000 within the 
first six months, and- 51,000 for each 
udidtionnl $10,000 produced during the 
first six months, the maximum bonus 
to any miner being $10,000. 


"I feel that not enough attention has 


been given to one of the most import- 
ant factors in mining, viz, the pros- 
pector," said Governor Bal/.ar. "It is 
he who is responsible for the initia- 
tory work in the location of pros- 
pects; who has for generations tramp- 
ed the deserts and climbed the hills 
and mountains in search of valuable 
mineral ores.

est continuous weather records of the 
Western Hemisphere are believed in 
the possssion of the United States 
Weather Bureau here. 


While recordings have been found 


in other places, pre-dating those of 
New Haven, they have not been kept 
regularly and do not constitule an 
unbroken record of readings at spe- 
cific intervals,, according to Leonard 
M. Tarr, government meteorologist. 


Previous to the establishment of 


the weather bureau here jn 1873, rec- 
ords were compiled faithfully by pro- 
fessors • at 
Yale University. These 


records were turned over to the gov- 
ernment and continued without inter- 
ruption for 152 years. 


According to Tarr the first ther- 


nometer was used in North Carolina 
n 1670, and readings were jotted down 
without regard for regularity. 
Boston and New Bedford, Mass., have 
readings older than New Haven, but 
again they are not continuous.

Carve Gorge of Yosemite 


WASHINGTON.-(U.R)—Two forces of 


naure working against each other cut 
out the gorge of the Yosemite valley 
in Calfiornia, the1 geological survey has 
discovered.

the valley, eroded it to considerable 
depth. Then the vast earth block of

An electric current is sent 
through the .chains and conducted into 
the surrounding water. Fish attempt- 
ing to enter the ditch feel the cur- 
rent's "tingle" and swim away. 


The electric "screen" was adopted 


when it was found ordinary screens 
collected refuse 
and

ditches. Fish are kept out of the 
ditches because they become strand- 
d and die when the fields and drain- 
ed.
